Indeed, 1t could be ergued that ss long =8
we bhad & Vital Meterisls Repository we would oot need Lo have our Recorde
Center at the Emergency Relocation Canter. Hevertheless, it madle sense
to locate our Records Center om an Ageuncy-owned installation with bullt-in
pecurity and other support. After it vas eotablished there it also mede
sense to combine the Becords Center with the Vital Haterimls Regpository.
In skort, I think that our requirement for a Recordes Center and its loca-
tion at the| _ lare based on scund principles which
should not be sserificed for the sake of theoretical axpediency. Ye have
s requivement for s Records Center whether It be loceted at ﬁm‘ else~ 25X1
viters, apd this requiresent will continue %o exist after an enemy-provoked
emergoncy. Hence, 1t seems clear %o me that it wonld not be precticsble
to vecate the Records Center immediastely in the event of an emergency.

In the first placs, 1t would be s physical lmpossibillty, and, in the

- gecond place, the pecords either would have to be moved cut in open etorage

or we would have to provide s place to move them in alvance. In short,

we would bave to build or lease snother Records Center now. All of this
seems highly illogicel to me. Therefore, £f we assune thet our Records
Center ig e requiresent and vill not be sveilable for Other purposes during
an emergency, then the guestion of whether o not to microfils becowes
purely scademic insofpr as emergency planning is concerned.

b. determine vhether or oot it is feasible to barden the
